production of nn acre of land 'is meas- 
ured ns much by the capacity of the 
man who tills it us by the capacity of 
the soil itself to produce n large crop.

bad one. 
It is discriminatory. Private, 


business corporations, will suffer 
from 


the enforced publicity, as their competi- 
tors! who may be firms or individuals, 
will not be compelled to disclose the con- 
dition of their business," 


Presupposing a federal tax upon cor- 


porations is legal, yet some of the pro- 
visions may be illegal. Thus the fea- 
ture of .publicity in its thorough de- 
tails, and the method by which the pro- 
fits arc arrived at, a method which re- 
quirea the accountants to make a report 
in a form no set of books yet has kept. 
The retroactive feature may cut no fig- 
ure since in these days legislatures en- 
act laws with this feature and it goes 
'all right. Although Ihe federal constitu-

shall b,c passed, yet in this corporation 
tax laws und several stale laws, this fea- 
ture receive* no heed. 


A corporation tax law can be enacted, 


devoid of the special faults found. 
A

The argument advanced by the prcsi 


dent may weigh with the court, this, 
that corporations having special privil- 
eges through their incorporations, are

porated. 
Then tha corporations doing 


an interstate business and this meaning 
more especially corporations commonly 
known as trusts and trade combinations, 
in view of many owe the community the 
duty of making a reasonable publicity 
of their business that the public and 
competitors out of combinations may be 
duly informed. 
The trouble now com- 


plained of is that the publicity feature 
as so provided for, places 
the 
small 


state corporations doing'business at the 
coinplcto mercy of the

tions, while the very fullest 
publicity 


does not harm the commanding corpora- 
tions.' The processes by which trade i* 
controlled and by which rivals are kept 


' in a state ot subjection and often ruined, 


will not balk at any publicity feature, 
for the very things the public and gov- 
ernment would'like to know, are not 
going to be divulged. It is for the state 
and government to disseverate the com-

To Draw 2 Per Cent. 


Deposits in postal savings banks will 


draw 2 per cent interest credited to the 
book'Of the depositors once in each year.

person will be allowed to'have a 


balance in a postal bank in excess of 
$500, exclusive of accumulated interest. 


The 
dep'osiU'nre to" be 
distributed 


among the local banks on the basis of 
their capital nnd surplus, nnd the bank 
may .give indemnity bonds to insure the 
safety find prompt repayment of depos- 
it*.
